Gov. Reagan Speaks as 500 Marchers 
Laud His Stand on Tuition Proposal 


Contends No Political 
Interference in Education 


Governor Ronald Reagan had 
a warm greeting for an estimat- 
ed 500 citizens and students who 
turned out on the Capitol steps 


Wednesday in support of the 
Chief Executive’s higher educa- 
tion proposals, 


Reagan told the crowd that the 
tuition dialogue should not reach 
the point where the emphasis in 
on ‘‘who wins and who loses,’’ 

It was the third time inrecent 
weeks that Reagan addressed 
Capitol rallies on the tuition ques- 
tion, This week’s rally drew the 
smallest audience, 

Two weeks ago, a student led 
and sponsored anti-tuition rally 
drew 3,000 to the Capitol, 

Later the same week, Reagan 
was booed and jeered during an 
appearance before an anti-tui- 
tion audience estimated at 9,000, 

The state executive was ap- 
plauded and cheered frequently

BOD Endorses 
CHEWD Week 
Hits Reagan 


At its regular meeting last 
Tuesday, the Associated Students 
Board of Directors, among other 
actions, voted to endorse Cali- 
fornia Higher Education Week of 
Disaster (CHEWD) which is be- 
ing sponsored by the Association 
of California State College Pro- 
fessors, 

The BOD endorsement refer- 
red to CHEWD, a five day pro- 
gram which began on Monday 
and ended today, which has been 
intended to bring to the attention 
on Californians the ACSCP op- 
inion that ‘‘the requeste of Gov- 
ernor Reagan that the State Col- 
leges and University bear one half 
the burden of his budget cut- 
ting is of dubious wisdom... .” 

Another action taken by the 
BOD during its meeting was the 
amendment of aformerly propos- 
ed Constitutional amendment con- 
cerning the reapportionment of 
the Board, The amended version 
of the bill states that ‘‘each school 
or autonomous division is en- 
titled to have more than one rep- 
resentative may be subdivided for 
purposes of representation, No 
school or autonomous division 
having more than 2 1/2 per cent 
of the students of the College maj- 
oring in it shall be joined, in 
whole or in part, with any other 
such school or division for pur- 
poses of representation,” The 
amendment will be voted on at the 
next meeting. 

Other bills which were pased 
at the meeting included one which 
changes the formerly required 
minimum grade point average of 
board members to a new system 
which only requires that the stu- 
dent not be on academic proba- 
tion in order to hold office, Bills 
establishing rules for College 
Council Committee membership 
selection, one initiating a Col- 
lege Union Committee and one 
modifying rules for Execu- 
tive Boards and Committees 
membership lists were also pass- 
ed,

sed from their positions and one 
of them was jailed. The govern- 
ment continued to manipulate the 
case by selecting a jury that 
was not educated by sending spies 
to report the attitude of the jury 
during the trial to the judge and 
by presenting testimony from 
so-called religious authorities 
that Jews actually murdered a 
Christian child just before each 
pussover in order that they might 
have the martyred Christian 
blood for their ritual worship. 
Although well aware of the loop- 
holes in the case as well as 
Beiliss’s innocence, the govern- 
ment believed they would win 
the case. After a two year strug- 
gle, however, Beiliss was aquit- 
ted. 

Samuels stated that the case 
could be studied from many points

Czar believed that he could shift 
the unrest his people were show- 
ing toward the government to hat- 
red for the Jews), and the death 
wish of a society that refuses

Sanuel went on to say that 
although there were numerous 
cases of ‘*blood accusation in 
history, the Beiliss case was the 
first to be instigated and carried 
through by a government.’”’ The 
government believed that where 
liberalism existed so did a 
friendly attitude toward the Jows. 
As it was afraid of liberalism, 
the government set out to des- 
troy it by making the people hate 
the Jews. 

A widely traveled scholar and 
novelist, Samuel has devoted 40 
years of his life to Jewish Af- 
fairs and cites the Beiliss case 
only as a moral; he says it 
shows’... . the depths towhich 
reactionary figures will sink to 
defend rights which they are 
bound to lose.’’ 

Samuel was born in Romania 
in 1895, educated in England and 
came to the United States in 1914. 
He has been associated with the 
upbuilding of Israel for more 
than 40 years and is presently 
traveling for the Jewish Center 
Lecture Bureau of the National 
Jewish Welfare Board. 
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Unruh Plans Legislation Eliminating 


Ex-Officio Regents, Trustees Members 


Action Will End 
Political Interference 


Legislation to eliminate ex 
officio membership on the Uni- 
versity of California Board of 
Regents and the Board of Trus- 
tees of the California State Col- 
leges will be introduced Monday 
by Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh, 

One of the ineasures is acone 
Stitutional amendment which 
would remove the eight ex of- 
ficio Regents, including Unruh, 
from the governing board of the 
nine campus university, Other 
politically active Regents who 
would be eliminated include the 
Governor, the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, 


This proposed amendment 
would also deny ex officio board 
membership to the president of 
the Mechanics Institute of San 
Francisco, the president of the 
University Alumni Association, 
the president of the University 
and the president of the State 
Board of Agriculture, a guber- 
natorial appointee, 

The ex officio members of the 
State College Board of Trustees 


which also includes the Governor, 
Lieutenant Governor and Assem- 
bly Speaker would be removed by 
Unruh’s other bill, 


In explaining his proposals, . 


Unruh cited many arguments in 
support of them, In reference 
to the university president’s in- 
clusion on the Board, he stated, 
‘‘Administrators should not be 
allowed to vote on governing 
boards which hire them as staff,” 

Unruh noted that ‘the political 
ex officio members of the two 
boards rarely attend regular 
board meetings unless on an 
issue which has created wide- 
spread public interest is up for 
discussion, Also both the Govern- 
or and the Speaker of the Assem- 
bly have ample opportunity to 
make their views known and to 
affect state policy on higher edu- 
cation,’* 

In short, Unruh’s bills are 
“‘an attempt to return the dis- 
cussion of public higher educa- 
tion in this state to an objective, 
non-partisan basis.’’ Both legis- 


lative and voter approval are 
needed to pass these amend- 
ments,

KERS Plans 530% 
Power Increase 


KERS, Sacramento State’s own 
FM radio station, long derided 
as having the broadcast power 
of nearly two blocks will broad- 
cast with a power of 53000 watts 
in the fall providing that an ap- 
plication for higher power is ap- 
proved by the FCC, 

KERS currently broadcasts 
with a 10 watt signal. 

The application for the high- 
er power has been approved by 
the Radio-Television Committee 
of the college and has been sub- 
mitted to the FCC after engin- 
eering studies were completed. 

According to Gene R. Steb- 
bins, faculty advisor to the sta- 
tion, ‘The higher power will 
give us excellent coverage of the 
entire Sacramento metropolitan 
area. With an outside antenna, 
listeners should be able to re- 
ceive a strong signal within a 
30 mile area.’’ 

All increases in power must 
be approved by the FCC but no 
difficulty is anticipated in secur- 
ing the permission to operate at 
a higher power, according to 
Stebbins. 

The FCC currently has under 
consideration a proposal to re- 
quire ali 10 watt stations to use 
higher power. The transinitter 
that would be used has been 
offered to the college station as 
a gift from aprivate broadcaster.

LSD ‘Religion’ Formed 
At Roosevelt University 


CHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 3 (CPS) 
— A new religious organization 
may join the Christian Associa- 
tion, Hillel, and the Newman Club 
at Roosevelt University if a stu- 
dent League for Spiritual Dis- 
covery (LSD) can gain official 
campus recognition. 

The group, an off-shoot of 
former Harvard psychologist 
Timothy Leary’s new psychedelic 
‘religion’, applied for campus 
recognition last month, but Dean 
of Students George Watson post- 
poned a decision until he could 
obtain legal advice. 

Watson said his ‘‘preliminary 
judgment’? would be to deny rec- 
ognition because the group ‘‘is 
organized for an illegal purpose 
and therefore cannot be recog- 
nized as a Roosevelt student 
group.’’ 

The organization, dedicated 
to the use of the controversial 
drug, differs from other relig- 
ions, founder Bill Moore, a 
Roosevelt graduate student, said, 
because it does not ‘turn sac- 
rament into sacrilege,” 


‘‘We use the word ‘religion’ 
because the experimental as- 
pects of our movement cannot 
be well-fitted under any other 
name — we’re not political ac- 
tivists, we’re not athletes, we’re 
not addicts.’’ 

The group plans to hold a se- 
ries of lectures (possibly includ- 
ing the appearance of Timothy 
Leary) and films, along with ‘‘es- 
oteric dances representing the 
natural live birth of the grand 
lama of Tibet,’’ Moore said. 
Moore added that the group may 
conduct a ‘‘psychedelic book 
sale’ and noted, tongue-in- 
cheek, that they were ‘‘thinking 
of putting ‘acid’ in the coffee 
machine and freaking out the 
school.’’

“ff in a fire I had to choose 
between a Rembrandt and a cat, 
I would save the cat... and 
let the cat go.’’ This, in short, is 
the theme of A MAN AND A 
WOMAN (Allied Artists), now 
playing at the Guild, 

Claude Lelouch has made this 
more than a love story—it is a 
story about love, about life, about 
happiness, By the time the cred- 
its finish appearing on the screen, 
the viewer understands why A 
MAN AND A WOMAN was the 1966 
Cannes Film Festival Grand 
Award Winner. 

Lelouch must be credited with 
being the youngest movie tycoon 
around, The 28 year old art. 
house hippy couldn’t find a backer 
for the film so he went in hock 
himself to provide the necessary 
sous. Lelouch was his own pro- 
ducer, director, make-up man, 
film editor and cinematographer, 
Somehow one gets the feeling that 
if anyone else had done the work 
it would have been less than the 
success that it is, 

Anouk Aimee as Anna is real- 
istic beyond conventional bounds, 
You feel her beauty more than see 
it, much like the Mona Lisa, 
If she were any more beautiful, 
the viewer would resent it. Her 
casual conversational approachis 
polished and believable, a 
characteristic which American 
actors seem to lack completely, 

Perhaps the weakest aspect of 
the film—it’s too bad that on 
even has to be sought—.is the role 
of Jean-Louis (Jean-Louis Trin- 
tignant), He is supposed to be 
the exciting French racing hero 
who captures the iove of aFrench 
widow (Anna) whose former hus- 
band was a movie stunt man (Pi- 
erre Barouh). ‘ritignant is 
more than adequate for the part 
although the role seems a bit too 
thick. 

The film itself is a master- 
piece of cinematography. Half 
way through the one and three- 
quarter hour long movie, it be- 
comes clear that the English sub- 
titles are unnecessary=<the cam- 
era does the talking. Lelouch 
shoots scenes (the entire film is 
a series of love scenes) through 
a rain glistened Mustang wind- 
Shield, through snow and ice and 
Sunsets and grass, 

The use of high contrast mono- 
chromatics carries a fantastic 
impact. Tremendous effect is ~ 
created by switching from a black 
and white scene to one of bril- 
liant Eastman color 

Granted, the film may be set 
in a dream world—another re- 
viewer says, “‘all this gauzey 
enchantment makes it a good 
make-out movie—but, after all 
what’s so bad about a dream?

The honest anti-tuition proponents, leaders and followers, have 
been duped, A movement with legitimate goals, the student and faculty 
sponsored efforts to oppose Governor Ronald Reagan’s tuition and 
budget cut-back programs, have been dirtied and prostituted by a 
group of individuals who are out to promote their own selfish goals, 

Saturday afternoon saw the doom of at least a part of the anti- 
tuition drive when speakers on the steps of the capitol propounded 
something totally different from what many of the participants believ- 
ed to be the issue, 

State Senator Mervyn Dymally, D-Los Angeles, said in part, 
“a third force has been created to affect political change in 
California,” He added, ‘‘Negroes and Mexican-Americans are the 
Students’ best friend and must join together with students and faculty 
to create an organization to oppose tuition,”’ 

‘To oppose tuition,’’ and then what’ Robert Ash representing the 
Alameda Central Labor Council and Cesar Chavez representing him- 
self and the National Farm Workers’ Association voiced different 
but related opinions, 

Who needs them 

Granted, the drive to maintain the status quoin college financing 
needs all the support it can muster at this critical time, But should 
students have to align themselves with groups which have no true 
interest in them beyond a vested material one. In other words, what 
do Ash, Chavez and the other people who are currently enmeshed 
in enough troubles of their own care about the student’s problems 
Not a heck of a lot, 

Herbert A. Ferry, a member of the SSC faculty, said prior to 
Saturday, ‘‘This march should not be interpreted as a personal ven- 
detta against Governor Reagan, We’re just trying to impress any 
members of the Legislature who are interested in restoring budget 
funds of our support.’’ Jay Jeffcoat, AS president at UCSB, and Jim 
Wood of SSC are others who should be listened to when serious 
consideration is given to an anti-tuition drive, 

It is unfortunate, however, that these individuals seem to have 
neither the foresight nor the apparent desire to adequately direct 
the anti-tuition efforts. 

When Chavez and his cohorts took the speaker’s rostrum on 
Saturday they not only lowered the anti-tuition and budget cut drive 
to a gutter level but they alsodivorcedthe movement from the support 
of many of the people whc™ students are trying to influence—namely 
legislators, And to say that »Servyn Dymally is one of the more res- 
pected members of the legislature is to be naive. 

All these men have done admirable jobs in promoting their own 
programs and issues, They are also to be commended for giving their 
Support to the student-led drive, They are to be reprimanded for 
trying to lead the anti-tuition efforts for the sole purpose of furthering 
their own goals, 

Students cannot tolerate tuition, cannot accept a college budget 
cut, have no use for leeches,

“You have to climb Mount 
Everest to get to the valley of 
the dolis,’’ thus begins the pre- 
tentious free-verse preface to the 
pretentious first part of one of 
the most pretentious novels 
within recent memory, ‘‘The 
Valley of the Dolls,’’ by Jacque- 
line Susann, 

This novel ( a word I use 
advisedly, for novel is one thing 
this book certainly is not) follows 
the careers of three successful 
stereotypes, The famous model 
who becomes a millionairess by 
clever manipulation of the 
market, the beloved movie star 
whose success goes to her head 
and causes her to become too 
big for her britches, and the 
beautiful starlet who becomes a 
star by showing her physical 
endowments more than her act- 
ing. It traces, in persistently 
sexual detail, each one’s meek 
beginning, meteoric rise and in- 
evitible downfall, a downfall 
brough about by addiction to ‘‘the 
dolls; the wonderful, lovely 
dolls,’”’ or barbiturates, 

There is much to be said for 
‘The Valley of the Dolls,” It is 
fluidly written in a style (also 
used advisedly) which makes for 
rapt, sustained interest. It has 
enough soap suds to satisfy the 
most ardent daytime TV fan, and 
enough sex to pacify the Marquis 
de Sade, It should, in some way, 
appeal to practically anyone, 

But there is also a great deal 
to be said the book, Of all the 
myriad of characters not one has 
any more dimension than the 
letters necessary to compose 
their names, In reading it, one 
finds oneself casting roles in a 
movie version: Martin Balsam 
here, Ethel Merman there, Jayne 
Mansfieid, Tony Bennet and sc 
forth, Indeed, if the legendis true 
that Margaret Mitchell actually 
fashioned the character of Rhett 
Butler after actor Clark Gable, 
a Similar claim can be made to 
the effect that Jacqueline Susann 
fashioned one of her characters, 
Lyon Burke (what a pretentious 
name), after Sir Laurence Har- 
vey.
